Outlining the case for the pro- 
secution, Mr. Lo said that the 
charges were brought against the 
firat defendant by the Lau‘Yu Kee 
firm, who were sanitary engineers 
and dealers In sanitary. and hard- 
ware goods. The firm “had 
xodowns in various parts of tho 
Colony, and the godown * which 
concernod the defendant was in 
Canton itoad. 

On June 8 Inst, a man went to 


this gedown and presented a de-]- 


livery order for one hundred cases 
of glass. The man had brought a 
lorry with’ him. The delivery 
order was examined hy the 
godown keeper, who found it in 
order, , The first defendant was in 
the podown at the time. The 


lorder was duly honoured and? the 


vases of glass were given to the 
man, who sheaed a receipt for the 
goods in the name “Kwong On.” 
Mr. Lo intimated that he would 
call evidence to ‘prove — that 
Kwong On was the man who took 
delivery of the goods, and who 
also wan on of the men who was 
alleged to have conspired with the 
first and second defendants, 


First Accused's Duties. 


The first defendant, said Mr. Lo, 
was a clerk employed by the firm. 
His dutles were to enter up the 
account ‘books relating ta the 
stock in the various godowns, and 
alyo to check up the stock in hand. 
When he was first employed his 
orders were to do‘all the check-: 
ing up on Sundays only, [Ut trans- 
pired that Intterly, for about a 
month before the incident, he had 
abandoned that practice, and, in- 
stend of. checking up on Sundays, 
he never went to the yodowna, 
but turned up on a week day and 
then never did any checking up at 
all, He would eall at the godowns 
and remain for a while and then 
leave, Hc also started the prac- 
tice of Cailings .for the delivery 


orders, which he was not entitled 


fo do, He usually did so on the 
pretext that he required them for 
entering up his books, The de- 
livery orders were usually return. 
ed to the herd = office and there 
handed to him for entering. 

- On June & the defendant called 
nt the sgodown shortly before 11 
o'clock and did: nothing but wait 
until Kwong On arrived, and then 
left when the last load of glass 
had been delivered. He returned 
ugaln an the following morning; 
but it was very unusual thing for 
him to-cnll on two consecutive 
days, and he asked for the 
livery order, He uppeared to be 
very anxious to get hold of it, It 
was eventually given to him ‘swith 
some other orders. He then went 
to the head office and, some time 
In the afternoon, asked for leave 
of absentee, 


Fraud Discovered. 


Nothing happened unti] June 11, 
when the proprictor of the firm 
happened to have a talk with the 
godown keeper concerning the 

: inchand, and was surprised

The Art of Oratory. 


Is the age of oratory past? 
According to Sir Austen Chamivwr- 
lain.and the Manchester Grardian, 
an interesting eambination, the 
answer ia in’ the — allirmative. 
Qratory, they dechire, is not only 
gone, but gone beyond recall. 
‘She reason given for this melan- 
choly conclusion is) that public 
speakers to-day are bereft of sub- 
jects. permitting the ase of at 
inspired imagination. The topics 
of the day ‘are pettifogging. The 
gold standard, economies, «the 
International Bank, tari? walls 
and disarmament do not afford 
seope to the orator. Sir Austen 
believes (that the penalty of 
having a golden subject is that 
ope cannot make a golden speech 
about it, We vmight reply that 
this is the true test of the orator, 
and that the weakness lies with 
individuals rather than with the 
subjects af their speeches, The 
excuse advanced appears to hive 
very Tittle relgviner. A con- 
sideration of whether oratorical 
fents ure still, possible (brings us 
to an éxamination of the burden 
of fantous speeches, of supreme 
works of art made out of most Un- 
promising subjects. - Sir Austeti 
might find it extremely difficult to 
extract humour from phonetics, 
yet who can see “Pypmalion” 
Without holding: his sides? The 
fact is that De Quineey advanced 
exactly the sume arguments 
century ago, designed to prove 
the inevitnble decline of oratory, 
Disraeli, Gladstone, Cobden, 
Bright subsequently showed how 
acrious that decline was, To-day, 
there is equal room for optimism.

Those early aero- 
nauts were ready and nnxious to

Professor Piccard’s flight is in 
the direct line from the ascent 
of Coxwell and Glaisher in 1862.

Balloonists agree that there is no 
more delightful sensation than 
flonting through the nir in silence 
on a fine evening in the basket 
of a batloon. They deny, that 
sonring and gliding are’ .s0 
pleasant. But for going from 
place to place the balloon is not . 
of any value, for at the moment 
of departire none can ‘predict. the 
point of arrival. \

LECTURE ON AIMS” 
OF EDUCATION. 


INTERESTING TALK AT THE 
CHINESE. Y.M.C.A. 


An elnstructive lecture on the 
“Aims of: Education” was delivered 
by Mr, G, Sims, B.A., at the. Chin- 
ose Y.M.C.A., Bridges Street. yes- 
terday evening.

After giving a brief review of 
western education, the lecturer

on the mind of a child. ‘He suid 
schools were not the only places in 
which a child could be taught. The 
home played a great part in tho 
transformation of the young mind, 
The atmosphere of the home and 
yarious other points, suygest them- 
selves to a child’s mind, which, at 
its most impressionable stage, 
should be taught properly. : 

The Iecturer went on to say tha’ 
universities and public schools wero 
not merely places wherein young 
men and children were taught the 
sehool curriculum, but by bringing 
them together and allowing them to 
influence one another, education 
was brought a atep further. 

Man, said the lecturer, was a 
gregarious animal. He must live 
in n herd) and as they all knew, 
solitary confinement was one of. the 
most drastic punishments that could 
be Imposed on aman, Thus, having 
fo live together, they had n duty 
to perform by one another, or in 
other words, every individual -had 
a duty ta perform by the state, lo 
improve and educate himself. In 
England, said the lecturer, — the 
state gave £20,000 towards educa- 
tionnl purposes in 1833, but less 
than a hundred years Juter, 1926, 
it pave £80,000,000. 

Modern society had become so in- 
telleetual, that every one must have 
n passing knowledge of almost all 
topics, If one would be a success 


xocinily, one must prepare oneself, 


for evontualities. 

In China, the speaker had noticed 
that’ xome boys paid little, if any, 
atlention to games, They seemed 
to think that it was so much wasted 
time. They spent too much time on 
studying, but they did not realise 
that although they spent much timo 
on studying they did not get the 
corresponding value. . 

Even in western countries, people 
did not believe in pushing games 
too far, but they realised — that 
games were good for boys. Of 
course, health was essential in 
everything; so it was with educa- 
tion. A boy must have a healthy 
body in order to inculcate, what he 
was trught. 

The speaker alsd discussed a 
number, of interesting points in 
education, and gave hfs views on 
some of the problems encountered 
by school teachers, at the same time 
relating: many of his experiences 
ax a school teacher in Hongkong.
